IN THE CLAIMS 

Please cancel claim 4 in its entirety and without prejudice 
and enter the following new claims: 

— 6. (New) The model for surgical operation for an eye with 
cataract in accordance with claim 1, wherein the self hardening 
type chemicals comprise a composition mainly comprising 
dibenzylidenesorbitol . 

7. (New) The model for surgical operation for an eye with 
cataract in accordance with claim 2, wherein the self hardening 
type chemicals comprise a composition mainly comprising 
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dibenzylidenesorbitol . 

8. (New) The model for surgical operation for an eye with 
cataract in accordance with claim 3, wherein the self hardening 
type chemicals comprise a composition mainly comprising 
dibenzylidenesorbitol .

Entry of the foregoing amendments prior to examination of 
this application is respectfully requested in view of the 
following comments . 

Claim 4 has been cancelled to eliminate the multiple 
dependency and new claims 6-8 have been added. Accordingly 
claims 1-3 and 5-8 are pending in this application. 

Claims 6-8 correspond to original claim 4 rewritten in 
single dependent form.
